The summer schedule of -the Penn- 
sylvania lines west of Pitu>burg has 
been prepared, and Coshocton people t 
will be interested in knowing that im- 
portant changes bave been made in 
trains passing through this city. 
Tbe Dennison accommodation is to 


become a daily train. Heretofore it 
has been run "over the division be- 
tween Dennisou and Columbus only 
on week Jays, reaching Coshocton 
soon after six in tbe morning and re- 
turning in the evening after seven. 
When the new schedule becomes op- 
erative it w ai ;ilso run on Sunday, but 
it will lea^e Denuison later in tbe 
morning and Columbus later in tbe 
evening. The change has long been 
desired by persons living in the small- 
er towns where through trains do not 
stop. 
Tbe other radical change is in train 
ten which has always reached Coshoc- 
ton about 11 o'clock in the morning 
from the west- It runs in two sec- 
tions. one from Chicago and one from 
St. Louis. The Chicago train arrives 
in Columbus more than an hour be- 
fore that from tbe southwest, and has 
been compelled to wait. 
The new 
schedule permits tbe Chicago section 
to go over the dmsron to Pittsburg 
almost two hours earlier every morn- 
ing. That will put tbe train in Co- 
shorton soon a(ter nine o'clock-

What the AgrioilUral B«lletin Says of the

Chi: cb bugs are re- 
ported at work in Morrow and in 
Licking counties. Rye and barley are 
doing well. 
Coin planting is progressing satis-

The operators are 
on record as being unalterably op- 
posed to granting the men any con- 
cessions, and they have personally in- 
formed the mine workers' leaders of 
that fact. The workmen, fear that the 
present fight may mean the destruc- 
tion of their organization, because 
they believe that the mine owners are 
bbnt more 01 wrecking the unioa than 
they are in opposing the demands for 
higher wages and shorter workdays. 


The proposition to call out the engi- 


neers, firemen and pump runners was 
separated from the main question. The 
men, having thrown down the gaunt- 
let to their employers, have taken re- 
newed courage, and it would not be 
surprising if the convention, decided to 
cal! out the other employes referred 
to. The miners insist that nearly all 
the engineers, firemen and pump run- 
ners belong to their organization, and 
say that they can get them all to quit 
If they want to.
